Alſo, I give and 
bequeath to the Poor of the Firiſh of //7tney, aforeſaid, 
and it's Hamlets, the Sum of Ten Pounds, to be paid 
to and divided among them at the diſcretion of my faid 
Wite or Truſtees, at the Chriſtmas next after my deceaſe. 

And I give and bequeath to my ſaid Truſtees, Five- 
Guineas each, for their trouble in the execution of the 
Truſts hereby in them repoſcd, to be paid by my faid 
Wife, within a Year next after my deceaſe. 

And Whereas I am aware that my Heir at Law, or 
ſome other Perſon or Perſons, may Endeavour to fruſtrate 
my Charitable Intentions, by attempting to let aſide and 
render of no Effect the deviſe ot the Meſſuage orTenemenr, 
and Premiſes wherein I now- Live, and other deviſes in
